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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 


The  month  of  November  has  been  set  apart  for  many  years  by  some 
churches  to  take  up  collections  for  Home  Mission.  From  all  such  we  beg 
a prayerful  and  generous  contribution  to  this  needy  cause.  The  Board  is 
in  debt  over  $60,000 ! If  the  work  is  to  be  maintained,  and  much  more, 
if  it  is  to  be  extended,  liberal  gifts  must  be  made  by  the  churches.  The 
opening  prosperity  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  in  all  departments  of 
business,  warrant  a well-founded  expectation  that  greater  liberality  will  be 
manifested  by  the  churches.  The  church,  as  was  once  said  of  England, 
“expects  every  man  to  do  his  duty.”  If  every  minister  and  member  gives 
to  this  cause  “ as  the  Lord  has  prospered  him,”  it  will  secure  a large  ex- 
tension of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdorA.  Let  ministers  urge  upon  the  congre- 
gations the  vital  importance  of  the  Gospel  to  the  best  welfare  of  the  coun- 
try and  salvation  of  souls — let  it  be  done  patiently — kindly,  but  earnestly, 
and  great  good  will  be  accomplished.  This  work  reaches  the  most  desti- 
tute and  the  most  distant  portions  of  the  land.  The  past  history  of  our 
church,  and  the  general  expectation  demand  that  we  should  arise  and  oc- 
cupy all  the  destitute  portions  of  the  land.  “ We  be  able  to  do  it.”  Let 
it  it  be  seen  that  our  returning  prosperity  is  awakening  a more  consecra- 
ted spirit,  and  wider  and  more  self-sacrificing  liberality  towards  God  and 
our  country.  Such  openings  in  the  new  States  for  the  planting  of  churches 
among  the  new  and  growing  settlements  have  never  been  known  before. 
The  vast  emigrations  from  the  hunger-stricken  people  in  European  coun- 
tries, call  for  more  men  and  larger  means  for  the  work.  Will  they  be 
supplied?  Often  10,000  a week,  of  these  pilgrims  for  a home,  are  landed 
at  Castle  garden  alone.  May  God  enable  the  churches  in  this  land,  and 
especially  our  own,  to  be  faithful. 
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THE  INDIAN  TROUBLE. 

The  Ute  Indians  once  occupied  a large  portion  of  Colorado.  They  have 
usually  been  friendly  towards  the  whites.  Some  having  suffered  from  the 
intrusion  of  the  “ gold-seekers  ” and  discouraged  by  the  want  of  honesty  and 
faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  Government  and  people,  and  in  dread  of  ex- 
pulsion from  the  graves  and  hunting  grounds  of  their  fathers,  have 
risen  to  vindicate  themselves  and  expel  their  disturbers  and  oppressors. 
This  has  thrown  the  whole  State  into  agitation  and  alarm.  There  may  be 
wide-spread  war  for  their  expulsion  or  extermination ! The  missions  are 
disturbed.  Indeed  those  at  Ouray  and  Lake  View,  Animas,  and  others 
amongst  the  Colorado  mountains,  mav  for  the  time  be  scattered.  The  agi- 
tation  may  excite  the  tribes  in  the  neighboring  territories  ot*  Wyoming, 
Montana,  Idaho,  on  the  north,  and  Utah,  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  south 
and  west.  The  situation  should  command  the  warmest  sympathies  and 
liberal  co-operation  of  the  friends  of  this  Board,  and  its  missions,  and 
newly-planted  churches  in  these  disturbed  sections  of  its  vast  field. 

It  is  expected  that  Dr.  Kendall  will  be  home,  by  the  last  of  this  month, 
from  his  long  journey  to  the  Pacific  coast  and  Alaska.^  He  will  be  able  to 
add  new  interest  to  the  Record  by  his  observations  on  the  condition  and 
extent  of  the  work  in  those  vast  and  distant  sections,  which  he  has  visited. 


SHORTER  CATECHISM. 

The  attention  of  Teachers  and  Missionaries  is  called  to  the  following  re- 
solution, adopted  by  the  Board. 

“ In  all  the  schools  the  Bible  is  read,  and  more  or  less  religious  in- 
struction given,  but  your  committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
the  Assembly’s  Catechism  is  taught  in  only  five — there  may  be  sufficient 
reasons  for  this  omission,  but  we  think  that  unless  these  exist — the  teach- 
ing of  the  Catechism  should  be  required  in  all.” 

This  Catechism,  has  been  one  of  the  symbols  of  doctrine  for  more  than 
200  years  in  the  Presbyterian  and  other  churches,  and  is,  therefore,  tried 
and  worthy  of  confidence.  Those  supported  by  the  aid  of  the  Church, 
may  well  be  expected  to  teach  this  venerable  Catechism.

DEATH  OF  A FAITHFUL  MISSIONARY. 

March  10,  1879. 

After  writing  to  you  about  Maryville,  Tenn.,  let  me  put  in  a word  about 
Bro.  W.  B.  Brown,  Sr. 

After  a severe  and  painful  illness  of  three  weeks,  he  died  on  the  25th 
of  February.  He  had  been  to  one  of  his  preaching  points,  11  miles  dis- 
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tant,  in  rather  severe  weather,  and  in  three  days  after  his  return  had  an 
attack  of  Penumonia,  which  resulted  fatally.  It  was  sad  to  us  all  to  have 
to  part  with  Bro.  Brown.  He  was  the  last  link  connecting  the  present 
back  to  the  times  and  work  of  Dr.  Anderson  and  Maryville  College  and 
Theological  Seminary  as  they  then  were. 

Bro.  Brown  was  in  the  zenith  of  his  usefulness,  influence  and  popularity 
among  the  churches.  He  had  never  had  such  power  in  the  past  of  his 
life.  He  had  ever  from  childhood  been  subject  to  physical  infirmities,  that 
made  him  feeble,  yet  he  was  a man  of  active  mind,  indomitable  will  and 
strong  purpose.  His  entire  life  was  given  unostentatiously  to  hard  labor. 
His  struggle  with  poverty  began  in  childhood,  and  continued  through  life. 
When  getting  an  education  at  Maryville,  he  lived  in  an  old  shanty,  at  the 
camp  ground,  three-quarters  of  a mile  from  Maryville,  and  cooked  for 
himself.  God  gave  him  a large  family  to  care  for,  and  it  was  a continual 
struggle  to  make  ends  meet.  What  he  could  not  buy  and  pay  for,  he  made 
it  a rule  to  do  without. 

The  greater  part  of  his  ministerial  life  was  spent  in  the  lower  part  of 
East  Tennessee  and  in  Northern  Georgia.  In  order  to  supplement  the 
meagre  salary  obtained  from  his  churches,  he  had  to  teach  school  a great 
part  of  his  time.  This  he  did  for  20  years,  and  one  of  his  preaching  points 
was  30  miles  distant,  and,  in  all  that  time  he  never  failed  to  meet  an  appoint- 
ment. Lame  as  he  was,  and  difficult  as  it  was  for  him  to  get  about,  yet, 
mud  and  rain  and  storms  never  deterred  him  from  the  post  of  duty  on  the 
Sabbath  day. 

He  entered  the  ministry  early,  and  his  ministerial  life  extended  over 
nearly  38  years.  He  was  about  62  years  old  when  he  died,  and  in  the 
very  prime  of  his  usefulness.

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Rev.  and  Dear  Brethren: — Before  receiving  my  commission  and 
after  the  expiration  of  the  first  quarter  I sent  a report  of  my  work.  I re- 
ceived my  commission  and  have  been  looking  for  a remittance.  I begin 
to  feel  some  uneasiness,  fearing  the  check  may  have  been  lost ; if  it  has 
been  sent  please  let  me  know.  One  year  ago,  the  first  of  May,  I moved  to 
this  place  and  commenced  my  labors  under  very  discouraging  circum- 
stances ; our  church  was  weak  and  the  cause  generally  in  bad  repute,  but 
the  good  Lord  has  blessed  our  labors  abundantly  during  this  year.  Up 
to  date,  53  have  been  received  upon  profession  of  faith,  and  3 by  letter, 
making  56  accessions.  I have  never  known  such  a change  in  any  commu- 
nity in  my  life.  To  train  those  brought  in  from  the  world  and  cultivate 
all  the  Christian  graces,  I need  continually  divine  aid.  Our  prayer-meet- 
ings are  well  attended.  Our  Sabbath-school  is  organized  and  prosperous. 
The  collection  taken  for  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  ($5.00)  please  de- 
duct from  my  salary. 

The  church  at  Clark  is  united  and  working  harmoniously ; there  has 
been  no  special  work  of  grace ; 4 have  been  received  by  letter.  Though 
poor  in  this  world’s  goods  the  Church  at  Clark  is  rich  in  faith  and  good 
works.  I have  been  able  to  fill  all  my  appointments  during  the  year, 
preaching  3 times  every  Sabbath.  Collection  at  Clark  for  Home  Missions, 
5.00. 

Hoping  my  report  will  be  satisfactory,  I shall  labor  earnestly  and  con- 
tinuously, trusting  in  Him  who  hath  said,  “I  will  never  leave  thee  nor  for- 
sake thee.”

A GOOD  BOX  AND  WHAT  BECAME  OF  IT. 

FROM  THE  REV.  GEORGE  WILLIAMS. 

Lanesboro,  Minn.,  March  14,  1879. 

Early  in  the  year  I began  efforts  at  Whalan,  a small  burgh,  five  miles 
east  of  this  place,  giving  them  a Tuesday  evening  service  weekly,  through 
a large  part  of  the  year,  and  this  has  brought  a little  help  to  Lanesboro 
directly. 

Later  in  the  season  I began  a work  at  Henytown,  some  five  miles  east 
of  Scotland,  (Richland  Prairie),  and  have  given  them  a regular  Sabbath 
service  at  2 o’clock,  P.  M.  For  the  past  four  weeks  I have  been  engaged 
at  that  point  in  protracted  revival  efforts.  The  ground  had  been  entirely 
unoccupied,  and  was  in  all  respects  a waste  place.  Yet  it  was  the  central 
point  of  a rich  rural  district,  long  neglected,  because  it  lay  between  several 
small  places,  all  of  which  were  out-stations  to  larger  points,  and  none  of 
the  workers  were  willing  to  take  this  additional  ground.  Early  in  this 
effort  the  school-house  where  we  held  our  services  became  thronged,  though 
the  roads  were  much  of  the  time  bad,  and  many  had  from  five  to  six  miles 
to  come.  These  meetings  have  brought  out  congregations  averaging  about 
one  hundred  during  the  revival.  The  result  has  been  the  conversion  of 
above  forty  persons,  who  may  be  looked  upon  as  reliable,  and  probably  a 
few  more  cases  will  bring  fruit  to  perfection.  Of  this  number  much  the 
larger  part  are  adult,  and  about  one-half  are  heads  of  families. 

This  work,  you  will  perceive,  will  call  for  a new  organization  at  an  early 
day,  and  I must  care  for  them,  by  giving  them  a service  at  2 o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  revival  at  Lanesboro  has  brought  twelve  adults  to  the  church 
already,  and  as  many  more  should  yet  come  in  of  its  fruits. 
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At  Scotland,  (Ricliland  Prairie),  I have  held  a series  of  services,  with 
good  results  ; seven  adults  received. 

I think  the  entire  work  will  bring  to  the  Presbyterian  body  about 
seventy-five  souls,  and  of  these  about  fifty  will  be  heads  of  families.  At 
Lanesboro  we  had  about  a year  ago  but  one  resident  male  member,  and  he 
not  twenty  years  of  age.  We  have  now  three  good  elders,  with  other  male 
members  of  character  and  value. 

At  Henytown  the  new  church  will  be  composed  of  good  sober  farmers. 
Some  quite  wealthy,  and  others  young  families  getting  well  under  way. 

The  work  for  which  yqu  commissioned  me  has  been  carried  through  a 
most  trying  year,  and  has  another  before  it  equally  hard,  financially,  and 
in  toil  harder  yet.  I must  speak  three  times  each  Sabbath,  and  for  this 
entire  round  of  services,  29  miles  of  travel  must  be  made.  But  I have 
never  been  in  better  health  than  now,  (after  three  months  revival  toil, 
weighing  200  pounds,  and  never  having  come  to  spring  tim e feeling  better). 

I want  to  thank  you  for  your  care  for  myself  and  family  the  past  year, 
both  in  payments  and  that  “ God  Send  ” mission  box  from  Dr.  Hall’s 
church,  N.  Y.  I cannot  tell  you  the  extent  of  its  relief.  I owe  the  splen- 
did condition  in  which  I come  out  of  a hard  winter’s  work  with  great  ex- 
posure, to  the  warm  apparel  sent  us.  I am  advanced  fifty  per  cent,  in 
value  for  the  coming  year  by  this  good  help.

Dear  Brethren : — 

My  commission  from  the  Board  came  to  hand  in  due  time.  I informed 
the  Church  of  Madora  that  we  would  expect  her  to  raise  the  $10,  cut  down 
by  the  Board  from  the  application  asking  $200.  This  is  right.  The  people 
could  do  more,  if  they  only  thought  so.  They  make  a plea  of  “ hard 
times  “ money  scarce;”  “ we  are  in  debt,  and  cannot  give  more.”  One 
trouble  with  some  of  these  weak  churches  is  that  they  have  been  carried  so 
long  by  the  Board  they  seem  to  think  that  the  Board  is  under  obligation 
to  still  carry  them.  I almost  get  out  of  patience  with  them  by  times.  They 
seem  to  think  a minister  can  live  on  almost  no  salary  at  all.  The  poorer 
class  of  farmers  would  have  him  visit  around  from  house  to  house,  and  by 
this  means  he  could  live  on  very  little.  But  I am  not  discouraged.  They 
need  patient  training  in  the  Gospel  principles  of  giving.  They  have  been 
under  outside  influence  for  a long  time,  which,  in  part,  has  given  wrong 
ideas  on  the  subject  of  giving.  We  are  surrounded  by  a class  of  people 
who  almost  starve  their  preachers  ; and  also  by  a class  who,  until  recently, 
preached  up  a free  ministry,  a gospel  free,  etc. 

I have  been  thinking  about  getting  a number  of  tracts  on  the  duty  of 
giving,  and  distributing  them  among  the  congregations.  One  thing,  how- 
ever, makes  me  rather  cautious,  is  the  fear  that  some  might  raise  the  cry 
that  I am  preaching  for  the  money — for  the  loaves  and  fishes.  The  interest 
and  the  attendance  have  not  been  quite  so  good  since  the  hot  weather  set 
in  and  harvest  came  on ; but  we  expect  it  better  from  this  on.  Nothing 
special  has  occurred  as  it  regards  the  prayer-meeting  and  Sabbath-school 
since  my  last  report.  They  have  been  kept  up  as  usual. 

Please  remember  me  in  your  prayers,  that  I may  be  instrumental  in 
doing  much  good  in  this  fielcj  of  labor.  Yours  in  the  Gospel,

Dear  Brethren:  I have  joyful  news  to  communicate  to  you  to-day- 
We  have  just  concluded  a ten  days’  meeting  at  Danville,  during  which 
time  (22)  twenty-two  persons  united  with  our  church.  There  has  been  in-

creasing  interest  for  months  in  our  Sabbath-school  and  in  our  Mission 
stations  ; and  this  is  the  “ season  of  the  ingathering/’  Several  of  those 
who  joined  were  from  our  points  of  preaching  remote  from  the  church — 
thus  greatly  enlarging  the  bounds  of  our  congregation.  Quite  a number 
were  persons  of  mature  age;  four  were  heads  of  families,  and  several  of 
the  young  persons  who  united  with  us  belonged  to  large  families  unasso- 
ciated with  our  church.  We  hope  and  pray  that  this  may  be  but  the 
beginning  of  good  times.  Many  are  still  interested,  and  some  quite 
anxious.  We  hope  that  “ the  gleaning  of  the  grapes  of  Ephraim”  will  be 
“ better  than  the  vintage  of  Abi-ezer.” 

If  Presbytery  don’t  cut  off  another  slice  from  us,  we  will  be  self-supporting 
after  this  year. 

I have  filled  all  my  appointments  but  one,  though  I have  had  a severe 
attack  of  pleurisy,  and  was  not  off  “ the  grounds”  for  three  weeks.  When 
I could  not  stand  I sat  and  talked  to  our  dear  people.  I am  so  nervous 
now  I can  scarcely  write  to  you.  But  I could  not  refrain  from  telling  you 
the  good  news.  I hope  the  good  work  will  go  on.

Report  of  Home  Mission  at  Antwerp  and  Cecil,  Ohio,  for  quarter  ending 

September  30th,  1879. 

Dear  Brethren  : I am  delayed  a few  days  in  making  this  report  by 
extra  work  in  visiting  the  sick  and  burying  the  dead — and  this  aggravated 
by  my  own  impaired  health.  Have  been  suffering  from  malarial  disease 
for  three  weeks,  yet  not  so  as  to  forego  any  public  duties. 

Matters  relating  to  our  church  work,  at  both  Antwerp  and  Cecil,  are  in 
as  prosperous  condition  as  could  be  expected  in  the  midst  of  a “ bad  ague 
season .”  The  very  general  prevalence  of  “ malarial  fever,”  in  rather 
aggravated  form,  and  with  considerable  typhoid  tendencies,  has  seriously 
depleted  the  attendance  upon  Sabbath  service,  and  also  prayer  meetings 
and  Sabbath-schoools.  So  far,  however,  as  physical  ability  permits,  I 
believe  the  people  are,  in  these  directions,  doing  as  well  as  I have  any 
right  to  expect.  Have  had  two  additions  at  Antwerp  since  my  last  re- 
port— one  each,  upon  profession  and  “ certificate, — the  latter  from  the 
M.  E.  church. 

Our  people  are  apparently  quite  hopeful  of  increased  congregations,  in- 
terest and  efficiency  in  all  directions,  when  the  “ ague  season  ” is  over — an 
annual  visitation,  apparently  as  much  expected  here  as  “seed-time  and 
harvest.”  But  it  is  conceded  that  the  present  is  a “ little  (I  think  a great 
deal)  more  severe  than  ordinary.”  It  is  the  first  that  has  got  me  down 
since  my  residence  here,  andf  my  wife  has  suffered  more  severely  than 
myself.  No  doubt  it  is  all  designed  for  our  discipline,  and  we  endeavor 
so  to  accept  it. 

Trustiug  that  I may  have  something  more  interesting  to  report  three 
months  hence,  I remain  Yours,  fraternally,  A.  W.  Sanford.

Pittsburgh,  Oct  8th. 

Dear  Brethren  : I have  delayed  this  report  until  the  salary  of  the 
year  would  be  made ; also  until  I could  see- what  would  be  done  in  Pres- 
bytery, which  closed  its  sessions  last  evening.  A decided  effort  is  being 
made  to  group  help-needing  churches.  As  a consequence,  but  few  applica- 
tions for  aid  were  made,  and  the  committee  declined  to  recommend  the 
most  of  these. 
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The  Church  of  Bloomfield,  on  account  of  the  unsettled  state  of  feeling 
and  wish  in  the  Presbytery,  made  no  application  for  aid.  The  people  do 
not  feel  able  to  undertake  self-support  entirely,  as  yet.  They  are  willing 
to  be  united  to  any  suitable  church  that  Presbytery  may  suggest : but 
there  is  none  very  suitable.  Another  trouble  : they  are  not  willing  to  part 
with  me  as  pastor,  and  I cannot  undertake  the  labor  of  two  churches.  I 
have  proposed  to  step  out,  if  any  other  arrangement  can  be  made. 

I fear  the  effect  of  any  arrangement,  as  far  as  Bloomfield  is  concerned. 
I have  all  along  urged  the  matter  of  self-support,  when  possible.  Just  at 
this  time  the  prospect  is  brighter  than  ever  before.  Several  things  tend  in 
this  direction.  I verily  believe  if  aid  had  been  granted  for  one  year  more, 
the  people  would  have  been  able  to  support  the  church  without  further  aid. 

Pastoral  and  pulpit  labor  has  been  performed,  as  usual,  during  the 
quarter.  It  is  the  part  of  the  year  that  we  expect  the  least  progress  and  to 
gather  the  least  fruit;  yet  there  has  been  encouragement. 

If  this  should  be  my  last  report,  permit  me  to  express,  most  sincerely 
and  most  cordially,  to  you  as  well  as  to  the  Boards,  many  thanks  from  the 
congregation  and  myself  also,  for  your  kindness  and  generous  help  in  the 
past.  I am,  fraternally  yours,  etc.,  C.  V.  McKaig. 


We  are  having  in  Nebraska  a new  departure  in  railroad  building;  new 
lines  of  road  and  extensions  of  old  lines  are  being  pushed  out  in  every  di- 
rection, making  new  towns  and  new  centres  of  population.  These  must  be 
looked  after  and  taken  possession  of  for  Christ  and  His  church.  The 
population  of  the  rural  districts  is  increasing  very  fast,  and  there  are  many 
calls  to  visit  and  explore,  with  a view  to  organizing  churches.  All  my 
time  could  be  occupied  in  this  way.  During  the  past  quarter  I have 
made  several  long  and  fatiguing  trips ; one  to  Niobrara,  in  the  extreme 
north  of  the  state,  where  I found  a most  encouraging  state  of  things,  a 
town  of  1,500  or  more,  mainly  the  growth  of  the  past  year,  without  a re- 
ligious organization  and  without  any  stated  preaching  of  the  wrord.  I 
found  quite  a number  of  Christian  families  eager  for  church  privileges, 
ready  to  welcome  a good  gospel  preacher  and  willing  to  assist  in  his  sup- 
port. I made  arrangements  to  send  them  a minister,  and  I have  already 

sent  Rev.  G — : — W late  of  Minnesota,  who  I think  is  admirably 

qualified  for  that  position.  It  is  a town  that  is  growing  rapidly  and  will 
soon  be  an  important  railroad  centre  and  the  chief  towu  in  the  north  part 
of  the  State.  Another  of  my  trips  was  up  the  Republican  Valley,  which 
is  filling  up  very  rapidly  and  which  needs  more  laborers  to  cultivate  the 
wide  and  ever-widening  field. 

I have  organized  the  past  quarter  five  (5)  new  churches  : Charleston, 
Carleton,  Woodlawn,  Glenville,  Hansen. 

These  churches  are  all  in  places  where  there  is  room  to  grow.  Two  of 
them  are  already  building  houses  of  worship. 

The  reports  from  the  churches  at  the  fail  meetings  of  the  Presbyteries 
were  of  a cheering  character.  There  seems  to  be  progress  along  the  whole 
line.  We  are  needing  more  men  and  more  means  to  sustain  them.  Can 
you  not  stir  up  the  churches  to  contribute  more  liberally?  Now  is  the 
great  opportunity  for  Nebraska.  Now  is  the  time  to  occupy  for  Christ. 
Can’t  we  have  the  means  t the  men  are  offering  themselves  for  the  work.

sets  in  people  suspend  all  attempts  in  that  which  is  good.  Heretofore 
church  services  and  Sabbath-schools  suspended  during  the  summer  months. 
This  summer  I have  preached  every  Sabbath  evening,  but  two  or  three, 
when  I was  either  sick  or  the  wind  prevented  us  having  lights  io  the  arbor. 

With  reference  to  the  church  there  have  been  no  additions,  while  three 
of  the  most  steady  ones  are  about  to  leave  and  will  be  gone  in  the  course 
of  a week  or  so.  Cause,  hard  times.  A gentleman  employed  on  the  U.  S. 
Military  Telegraph  and  Signal  Service  corps,  brought  his  wife  in  last 
week,  who  is  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  San  Diego.  But  they 
are  like  the  Ishmaelites,  ready  at  any  moment  to  strike  their  tent  and  depart. 

Last  week  we  had  bloody  times  here.  Tuesday  evening  one  of  the 
farmers  of  the  valley  was  shot  off  his  wagon  by  a man  in  ambush.  Thurs- 
day, the  jailor,  intending  to  make  some  change  amongst  the  prisoners,  took 
a Mexican  out  of  his  cell  in  order  to  place  him  in  another.  The  Mexican 
grasped  a piece  of  wood  and  made  for  the  officers,  who  shot  him.  That 
night  one  of  our  saloon  keepers,  a prominent  citizen  of  the  town,  had  his  ab- 
domen ripped  open  by  a rough.  The  same  night  one_of  our  merchants  shot 
a Mexican  on  or  near  the  Indian  reservation.  Friday  morning  all  the 
stores,  saloons,  shops,  and  all  business  was  closed,  and  at  ten  o’clock  a 
company  of  the  citizens  went  to  the  jail,  got  possession  of  the  jail,  took 
out  the  man  who  shot  the  farmer  and  the  man  who  knived  the  saloon-keep- 
er, put  a rope  around  the  neck  of  each,  led  them  to  the  plaza  and  hanged 
them  up  on  the  limbs  of  cottonwood  trees.  Trees  here  bear  strange  fruit 
at  times.  Thus  between  Tuesday  evening  and  Saturday  six  men  came  to 
violent  deaths.  In  the  meantime  others  have  received  notice  to  leave 
town.  A short  time  since  one  of  our  respectable  (?)  farmer’s  wives  left 
him  and  went  to  live  with  his  neighbor,  a bachelor.  Last  week  she  came 
back  again  and  the  two  have  gone  to  California.  The  husband  of  the  first 
couple  I married  has  also  disappeared  with  his  father-in  law’s  best  span  of 
mules  and  a spring  wagon  of  a blacksmithing  firm,  where  he  had  been 
employed.  He  left  his  wife  at  his  father-in-law’s. 

You  folks  may  in  a measure  form  an  idea  of  the  community  here,  where 
life  is  not  appreciated,  marriage  vows  not  regarded,  saloon-keepers  the  re- 
spectable men  of  the  community,  Sabbath  not  kept,  oaths  from  not  only 
men  but  women  and  children  who  cannot  yet  talk  plainly.  Where  there 
are  no  women  who  take  a lead  either  in  religious  matters  or  society,  but 
where  all  live  in  themselves,  as  it  were,  just  like  ground  hogs,  each  in  his 
own  hole. 

It  may  be  that  the  climate  or  other  circumstances  may  at  present  cause 
me  to  see  everything  tinged  with  blue.  It  is  because  people  think  that 
Phoenix  will  still  be  a town  of  considerable  importance  that  I had  con- 
cluded to  grit  my  teeth  and  struggle  here,  but  since  I received  my  last 
commission  I have  been  undecided  as  to  the  length  of  time  to  remain  here. 
Yet  as  matters  now  stand  I should  dislike  to  leave  the  field,  as  we  as  a 
church  have  the  lead,  but  which,  should  we  leave  it,  will  be  taken  by  others. 

The  Board  perhaps  may  think  that  I have  not  been  the  right  man  in  the 
right  place,  if  you  were  to  judge  by  the  things  which  transpired  last  week. 
Well,  perhaps  I am  not,  although  men  here  have  told  me  that  they  did  not 
think  I ought  to  leave,  that  for  the  length  of  time  I had  been  here,  and 
considering  the  nature  of  the  field,  I ought  not  to  be  discouraged.  As 
times  now  are,  and  from  the  present  state  of  my  mind,  I may  arrange  to 
leave  this  place  at  the  close-  of  the  year  or  beginning  of  the  next.  As 
Arizona  seems  to  stand  high  in  the  minds  of  many  in  the  states,  you  per- 
haps have  many  applicants  for  this  field.  Yours  truly,  W.  M.

NOTICE  TO  CHURCHES  AND  STUDENTS. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  a resolution  was  passed 
putting  the  scholarships  of  the  Theological  and  Collegiate  students  equally 
at  $100  for  this  year,  and  that  for  the  Academic  stage  at  $75.  This 
arrangement  was  based  upon  the  statistics  of  last  year,  and  in  view  of  the 
existing  condition  of  the  Treasury,  on  which  at  the  very  commencement  of 
the  scholastic  year  there  rests  a debt  of  not  less  than  $4,500.  The  pay- 
ment of  these  scholarships  will  be  made  in  three  instalments,  October, 
January  and  April.  This  arrangement  will  diminish  the  labor,  both  at 
the  office,  and  with  the  Professors  who  report  upon  the  standing  of  the 
candidates.  The  reason  for  equalizing  the  scholarships,  was  that  the 
Collegiate  course  was  more  expensive  than  that  at  the  Seminary,  and  that 
the  undergraduates  had  less  means  either  for  aiding  themselves  or  obtain- 
ing aid  at  their  institutions,  than  those  in  the  Seminary,  and  therefore 
could  less  afford  to  have  their  appropriations  diminished. 

The  Board  resolved  on  this  abatement  under  the  express  instructions  of 
the  Assembly  enjoining  upon  it,  to  fix  the  rate  of  scholarship  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  according  to  a fair  prospect  for  payment,  and  then 
adhere  to  it,  so  that  the  students  may  know  at  the  start  what  to  count 
upon  definitely.  Yet  it  must  be  understood  that  the  Board  deems  these 
sums  inadequate.  The  church  ought  to  give  more.  This  curtailment  of 
assistance  is  having  a bad  influence  upon  the  students.  The  burden  of 
expense  they  have  to  meet,  is,  at  the  best,  heavy  enough  ; and  any  increase 
of  it  has  the  effect  of  either  compelling  a suspension  of  study  altogether 
from  time  to  time,  or  of  preventing  such  application  to  study  as  is  requi- 
site for  the  proper  improvement  of  their  course,  and  for  that  good 
standing  in  the  class  which  is  required  by  the  Board.  It  is  virtually 
demanding  the  full  tale  of  bricks  without  the  straw. 

To  what  disastrous  results  the  failure  to  support  the  cause  of  the  Board, 
together  with  the  ill  considered  hue  and  cry  made  about  a large  surplus  of 
ministers,  may  be  seen  from  the  folio  vying  analysis  of  some  of  the  statistics 
given  in  our  Minutes,  briefly  stated  in  the  last  number  of  the  Record  : — 

The  net  increase  in  the  total  number  of  our  churches  last  year  is  146. 
The  net  increase  of  our  ministers  to  match  this  was  only  37,  ( i . e.)  109  less ! 
But  this  is  not  all.  To  help  make  out  this  increase  of  37,  we  received  from 
other  denominations  58,  while  dismissing  to  them  only  17 ; leaving  an 
excess  of  accessions  from  abroad  of  41.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that, 
while  adding  to  our  list  of  churches  146,  we  did  not  produce  out  of  our 
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own  body  ministers  enough  by  four  to  fill  up  the  losses  made  by  death  and 
otherwise.  W e fell  back  that  much  on  home  production,  having  to  rely 
altogether  on  importations  to  make  up  our  small  increase  of  37  ministers. 
This  it  must  be  confessed  is  a bad  showing.  Of  ordinations  we  had  fifteen 
less  than  last  year;  of  licensures  22  less.  The  whole  number  of  candi- 
dates under  care  of  Presbyteries  is  22  less,  while  compared  with  those  of 
1874,  it  is  153  less.  Finally,  our  contributions  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion fell  off  last  year  $13,262.  Thus  in  this  most  essential  department  of 
church  development  we  are  on  a steady  decline.  To  what  we  shall  soon 
come,  at  this  rate  of  backsliding,  it  is  easy  to  foresee.  We  ask  the 
churches,  if  it  is  not  about  time  for  us  to  put  on  the  brakes,  and  make 
serious  efforts  to  reverse  this  downward  process.  What  will  be  the  use  of 
all  efforts  for  organizing  churches  in  our  growing  territories,  and  erecting 
buildings  for  them  if  we  have  not  the  men  in  whose  charge  to  put  them  ? 
And  what  shall  we  do  for  the  nearly  1000  churches  marked  vacant,  at  least 
two-thirds  of  whose  number  ought  by  all  rights  to.  be  at  once  supplied 
with  some  sort  of  stated  ministration.  It  looks  verily  as  if  there  were  a 
craze  somewhere.  Here  is  a great  church  sincerely  zealous  for  perform- 
ing its  duty  in  the  work  of  evangelizing  the  country  and  the  world,  and 
yet  sadly  on  the  decline  in  supplying  itself  with  the  appointed  instrumen- 
talities for  furthering  that  work  ! How  soon  will  it  be  before  the  conse- 
quent emergency  overtakes  us:  and  we  awake  to  the  discovery  that  the 
needed  ministers  can  not  be  had  on  call  ? 

THE  CHARACTER  OF  OUR  CANDIDATES. 

Many  indications  go  to  show  that  the  majority  of  our  Presbyteries  are 
taking  more  care  about  the  quality  of  the  candidates  whom  they  recom- 
mend to  the  Board.  Accompanying  the  recommendations  we  have  re- 
ceived at  the  office  are.  a number  of  special  statements  in  regard  to*  the 
students  which  are  of  quite  a cheering  character.  Some  of  these  we 
proceed  to  give,  that  the  churches  may  understand  what  sort  of  men  they 
are  called  upon  to  support : — 

One  trustworthy  chairman  writes  from  the  interior  : “ We  are  determined 
to  recommend  none  but  worthy  candidates.  The  five  we  recommend  are 
good  men.  I think  we  never  had  an  abler  class  under  our  care,  and  they 
all  need  the  money.  All  of  them  have  been  at  work  in  the  summer  va- 
cation. The  name  of  one  candidate  is  withheld  because  of  doubts  on  our 
part,  and  we  shall  wait  for  further  information.”  This  evinces  care  and 
discrimination. 

Another  writes  from  Pennsylvania : “ The  candidates  we  recommend  have 
given  full  satisfaction  to  the  Presbytery  as  to  the  points  indicated.  One 
of  them  we  are  informed  is  giving  evidence  of  very  great  promise,  because 
of  his  constant  Christian  conduct  and  real  worth.  The  other  has  been 
under  our  <^re  four  years,  studying  at with  success.” 
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Another  one  writes  from  Ohio  : “ The  Presbytery  were  very  much  pleased 
with  this  young  man.  Pie  is  first-class  in  every  way.” 

From  another  in  Pennsylvania  we  received  this : “ It  gives  me  great  plea- 
sure personally  to  commend as  a young  man  of  considerable  promise, 

both  in  respect  to  Christian  character  and  mental  ability.  He  is  of  most 
exemplary  moral  habits,  and  is  a student  too  diligent,  if  anything,  for  his 
own  good.  He  is  the  son  of  a widowed  mother,  and  has  received  aid  so 
far  from  relatives,  which,  however,  does  not  now  suffice  for  his  expenses.” 

Another  writes : “ These  brethren  are  all  good  men.  Mr. will 

prove  to  be  one  of  the  best.  The  Presbytery  are  much  pleased  with  the 
standing  and  grades  of  all  (under  our  care)  save  one.  He  will  not  be 
recommended  by  us  for  further  aid.”  Another  sign  of  care. 

Another  writes  of  a young  man  from  New  York  : “ He  has  been  doing 
a very  self  denying,  yet  enthusiastic  and  efficient  work  in  one  of  our  old 
mission  churches.  In  gathering  once  more  the  scattered  congregation, 
securing  for  them  singing-books  and  organ,  leading  them  himself  in  the 
service  of  song, — in  short,  acting  as  a chorister  as  well  as  a pastor  and 
preacher,  he  has  manifested  more  than  ordinary  ability  for  this  kind  of 
work.  His  pastor  and  session  unite  in  recommending  him  most  warmly.” 

In  another  instance,  “ only  $50  is  asked  for  a grand  fellow,  son  of  , 

who  has  lately  been  unfortunate  in  business,  or  he  would  want  nothing.” 

Another  from  Missouri  writes : “ His  examination  was  thorough  and 
satisfactory  in  every  respect.  He  is  in  fine  health,  a young  man  of  great 
industry  and  energy — the  son  of  an  Elder  in  one  of  our  vacant  churches.” 

Another  from  Minnesota : “ He  is  the  son  of  one  of  our  ministers,  and  a 
worthy  young  man.” 

Another  from  Illinois:  “ His  case  is  a very  promising  one,  and  the  ses- 
sion heartily  ratifies  his  recommendation.” 

Another  : “ Not  a disparaging  thing  to  be  reported  of  any  of  these 
candidates.” 

Such  testimonials  show  that  the  Presbyteries  are  alive  to  the  importance 
of  recommending  good  men,  and  do  not  send^all  who  apply,  as  some  sup- 
pose. There  is  careful  examination  and  inquiry,  and  independence  enough 
to  say  no  when  judgment  is  unfavorable. 

In  view  of  such  men  applying  for  aid  to  prepare  for  serving  the  church, 
the  question  arises,  what  shrill  be  said  to  such  applications  ? The  answer 
may  be  one  of  five : Either  (1)  “ The  fact  of  no  means  to  prepare  proves 
that  the  applicant  ha3  no  call  to  the  ministry  ; ” or,  (2)  “ The  applicant 
had  better  go  to  some  church  where  the  standard  of  requisition  for  ordi- 
nation is  lower ; ” or,  (3)  “ The  standard  can  be  lowered  to  suit  the  candi- 
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date’s  imperfect  preparations,  made  according  to  the  best  of  his  limited 
means ; ” or,  (4)  “ The  preparation  is  indeed  costly ; but,  young  man,  it 
will  do  you  good  to  work  it  out — it  will  toughen  you,  and  fit  you  to  staud 
the  toil  of  the  ministry  better ; we  cannot  help  you — that  would  be  char- 
ity, and  charity  is  bad,  ignoble,  injurious;”  or,  (5)  “We  have  indeed 
put  our  standard  high  ; but  rather  than  lose  you,  or  dishearten  and  break 
you,  we  will  aid  you  to  attain  unto  it  with  a helping  hand.  Do  your  best 
to  help  yourself,  and  you  shall  not  suffer  for  want  of  assistance  or  sym- 
pathy.” This  last  is  the  only  answer  which  a mother  church,  acting  with 
the  wisdom  and  love  of  Christ,  ought  to  say  to  such  young  men  as  are 
introduced  to  her  consideration  by  such  recommendations  as  the  above.

Miss  Fannie  Perley,  Miss  Irene  Griffith,  Miss  Sarah  S.  Hutchinson  and 
Miss  Sarah  M.  Wherry,  for  India;  Rev.  Henry  H.  Jessup,  D.  D.,  and  his 
wife,  and  Miss  Ellen  Jackson,  on  their  return,  and  Miss  Emma  Bird,  for

From  unusually  large  bequests  the  Board  may  receive  this  year  $100,- 
040  more  than  was  received  from  bequests  last  year.  This  leaves  the  sum 
of  $462,000  to  be  met  from  the  ordinary  sources  of  the  Board’s  income. 
Our  Church  -will  provide  thi^  sum,  if  the  Lord  withholds  not  his  grace. 

Added  to  the  Church. — Mr.  Robertson  reports  one  new  communicant 
in  the  Creek  Mission  ; Mr.  Farnham,  three  at  Shanghai,  China ; Mr.  Dun- 
lap, nine  at  Petchaburi,  Siam,  aad  five  restored  to  church-fellowship;  Mr. 
Chatterjee,  eight  from  a village  near  Hoshyarpore,  India ; Mr.  Goheen, 
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one  at  Kolapore,  India ; Mr.  Murphy,  five  at  Gaboon,  Africa,  and  two 

restored. 

Native  Missionaries  in  Training. — Mr.  Dunlap  speaks  of  having 
three  Siamese  students  under  instruction,  one  for  the  work  of  colportage, 
and  two  for  the  ministry. 

Native  Licentiate  Preacher. — Kongolo  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery as  a probationer  for  the  ministry  in  Africa.  He  is  indebted  chiefly 
to  Miss  Nassau’s  instructions  at  Benita,  and  latterly  at  Kangwe,  Ogove ; 
and  as  the  Benga  is  his  vernacular,  it  is  hoped  he  will  be  very  useful 
among  his  own  people.  •*> 

Hospital  wanted  at  Oroomiah. — Dr.  Cochran,  of  the  Persian  Mis- 
sion, sends  a strong  plea  for  a hospital  building.  Hardly  anything  would 
more  commend  our  religion  to  the  Mohammedans  and  other  classes.  The 
missionaries  all  recommend  this  object.  The  mission  having  already  se- 
cured land  near  the  city  for  missionary  purposes,  the  hospital  could  be 
erected  for  about  $2,000 — the  cost  of  the  building. 

The  Mission-house  in  San  Francisco  has  been  put  in  good  repair, 
to  the  great  gratification  of  the  missionaries  and  other  friends,  American 
and  Chinese.  The  attendance  at  the  school  and  the  chapel  services  is 
spoken  of  as  encouraging. 

Nez  Perces  and  Spokans. — Mr.  Deflenbaugh  and  the  native  minister 
of  the  Nez  Perce  tribe,  Mr.  Williams,  made  an  interesting  visit  to  the 
Spokans.  They  were  found  somewhat  scattered,  turning  their  attention  to 
farming,  and  still  willing  to  receive  Christian  instruction.  The  Nez  Perces 
had  in  Council  expressed  their  willingness  to  have  these  Spokans,  the  Pro- 
testant part  of  the  tribe,  come  to  their  reservation  for  permanent  homes. 
It  is  hoped  this  can  be  arranged.

THE  FINANCIAL  SITUATION. 

The  mission  year  began  May  1st,  with  a debt  from  the  two  preceding 
years  of  $62,532.  A few  weeks  later,  as  reported  in  the  Record  of  July,

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the  unexpected  word  was  received  that  a loss,  then  somewhat  indefinite, 
but  now  ascertained  to  be  about  $50,000,  was  incurred  by  the  failure  of 
the  Board’s  agents  in  Liverpool.  The  indebtedness  was  thus  increased  to 
over  $112,000.  All  must  hope  that  this  grievous  burden  was  permitted 
to  be  laid  upon  this  cause  for  gracious  reasons,  not  yet  fully  disclosed,  but, 
perhaps,  in  part  to  arouse  the  attention  of  our  Christian  people  to  consider 
the  urgent  state  of  the  case.  The  Board  gave  repeated  and  protracted 
study  to  the  subject,  and  finally  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  general 
estimates  of  expenses,  at  home  and  abroad,  must  be  reduced  from  $523,- 
000  to  $450,000 — making  still  a larger  sum  by  $23,000  than  was  received 
last  year.  And  it  is  upon  this  reduced  basis,  the  work  is  now  going  for- 
ward, though  it  involves  painful  embarrassment  to  many  great  interests. 

The  Treasurer’s  acknowledgments  show  that  considerable  sums  have 
been  received  on  account  of  bequests.  For  these  we  are  all  grateful.  But 
it  is  on  the  usual  gifts  of  the  living  members  of  our  churches  that  this  cause 
must  chiefly  depend.  A tide  of  liberal  giving,  rising  in  all  the  churches, 
would  quietly  and  effectively  carry  this  cause  across  all  seas  of  difficulty. 
Through  the  grace  of  God  this  may  be  looked  for.  These  usual  gifts  since 
the  first  of  May  are  $60,781 — somewdiat  exceeding  the  receipts  of  the  same 
months  last  year.  The  signs  of  the  times  lead  us  to  hope  that  a better 
support  will  be  given  to  the  missions  than  the  last  few  years  have  witnessed. 
We  trust  also  that  a spirit  of  prayer  in  their  behalf  will  be  given  to  our 
churches  in  an  unusual  measure. 


MISSIONARIES  SINCE  MAY  1,  1879. 

Looking  to  the  ranks  of  the  missionaries,  there  is  reason  of  regret  that 
so  many  of  these  laborers  have  had  to  return  to  this  country,  or  are  soon 
expected  to  return — in  all  cases  owing  to  providential  reasons,  mostly  on 
account  of  health.  In  three  of  the  Mis-ions,  missionaries  of  great  devoted- 
ness have  entered  into  the  heavenly  rest,  leaving  work  greatly  needing 
their  service.  On  the  other  hand,  several  missionaries  are  returning  to 
their  former  labors  with  renewed  strength,  and  several  new  laborers  have 
gone  forth,  or  will  soon  embark,  for  their  work  abroad.  Comparatively 
but  few  new  ministers  are  likely  to  go  out  this  year  to  the  Missions. 
From  May  1st  to  October  10th,  but  five  new  ministers  and  two  new  medical 
missionaries  have  been  secured  for  entrance  on  the  foreign  work  this  year. 
The  number  of  Christian  women  of  new  appointment  is  much  larger,  being 
now  twenty-one,  married  and  single.  It  is  noble  in  these  devoted  women  to 
engage  in  this  self-denying  work ; but  it  is  discouraging  to  see  so  few  men 
willing  to  go  far  hence  in  the  same  service. 


A HAPPY  COMMUNION  SERVICE  AT  PETCHABURI,  SIAM. 

The  Rev.  Eugene  P.  DunWp  writes  as  follows  of  the  communion  season 
at  his  station  in  Siam,  and  of  other  matters  of  interest,  under  date  of  July 
22d,  1879: 

We  have  just  enjoyed  another  very  happy  communion  season  in  the 
church  at  Petchaburi.  We  held  prayer  and  inquiry-meetings  every  day 
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during  the  week  previous  to  communion  Sabbath,  which  were  interest- 
ing and  well  attended.  We  had  evidence  of  the  presence  and  power 
of  God’s  Spirit,  not  only  in  those  who  were  inquiring  the  way  to 
eternal  life,  but  also  in  seeing  some  who  had  strayed  away  from  the  Lord 
coming  back  with  penitence,  and  promising  to  serve  him  better  in  the 
future.  On  Sabbath,  July  the  6th,  I had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing  and 
receiving  into  the  church  nine  persons ; two  women,  one  about  sixty,  and 
the  other  fifty  years  of  age,  and  seven  young  men,  the  youngest  of  them, 
I think,  of  age.  Five  members  of  the  church,  who  for  some  time  have 
not  been  in  good  standing,  sought  the  session,  stated  that  they  felt  sorry 
for  their  past  course,  and  have  prayed  to  God  for  forgiveness.  They  were 
requested  to  confess  before  the  church,  and  promise  to  do  better  in  the 
future.  This  they  did,  and  were  all  restored.  There  were  other  candi- 
dates for  admission ; but  they  were  required  to  seek  further  instruction. 
I am  also  at  present  very  much  interested  in  two  young  men,  one  a hea- 
then priest,  and  the  other  a Roman  Catholic.  They  have  visited  me  fre- 
quently for  instruction,  and  seem  to  be  sincerely  seeking  after  truth.  I 
believe  that  they  will  find  it  in  Jesus. 

I am  also  glad  to  state  that  many  of  the  church-members  are  joyfully 
at  work  for  the  Lord,  seeking  others  for  Christ.  Not  a week  passes,  but 
that  some  of  them  bring  people  to  me  for  books  and  instruction.  They 
have  also  concluded  to  build  a chapel  at  “ Pak  F&tay,”  a town  on  the 
gulf-coast,  some  fifteen  miles  from  Petchaburi,  from  which  I baptized  two 
members  at  our  communion  in  April  last.  They  sought  help  from  the 
churches  in  Bangkok,  and  together  have  raised  enough  to  build  the  chapel. 
I have  drawn  a plan,  and  they  will  at  once  commence  to  build.  We  can 
reach  the  place  in  the  wet  season  by  canal,  and  in  the  dry  by  road ; during 
either  season  we  can  go  by  river  and  sea.  The  people  undertook  this  work 
without  a hint  from  me,  and  sent  one  of  the  native  preachers  to  Bangkok 
to  ask  for  aid  from  the  churches  there.  Another  young  man  has  expressed 
a desire  to  enter  the  ministry.  He  is  zealous  and  devoted.  I have  now 
three  students,  one  training  for  colporteur-work,  and  two  for  the  ministry. 
Thus  God  is  strengthening  our  hands,  and  making  his  word  fruitful. 

I am  sorry  that  amid  all  of  these  blessings,  some  two  or  three  members 
of  this  little  church  have  resisted  patient  entreaty  and  warning,  until  I 
fear  we  shall  have  to  say  of  them,  that  they  “ went  out  from  us  because 
they  were  not  of  us.”  We  need  the  prayers  of  God’s  people,  not  only  for 
the  conversion  of  the  heathen,  but  for  the  converts  from  heathenism. 


AN  AFRICAN  MINISTER’S  JOURNAL. 

(Concluded  from  page  315.) 

[April  16th,  1879,  still  at  Banaka.]  We  had  long  conversations  with 
the  church  members  and  inquirers  on  various  matters  that  relate  to  the 
Church  in  this  country.  They  plainly  manifested  the  usual  inclination  of 
entire  dependence  on  foreigners.  Their  great  idea,  and  the  general  one  in 
this  country,  is  to  have  a foreigner  come  and  teach  the  people  English. 
It  seems  that  some  of  them  had  already  made  application  to  the  Baptist 
Mission  at  Cammeroons.  They  told  me  that  Mr.  Peanock,  of  that  Mission, 
was  here  for  a short  time,  and  left  the  day  that  preceded  my  arrival.  But 
he  gave  them  no  hope  or  encouragement  to  look  for  any  thing  from  them. 
The  first  headman  says,  he  will  take  even  the  whole  responsibility  of 
building  the  church  himself.  I told  them  that  if  they  do  not  help  them- 
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selves,  but  look  entirely  to  others  to  do  their  work,  they  should  at  once 
give  up  their  claim  of  being  Christians,  and  I shall  finish  with  them  at 
once.  At  this  some  said,  we  will  try. 

18th.  Walked  down  Lobey  or  Water  Falls.  Went  to  evening  prayers 
with  them.  It  is  always  refreshing  to  hear  the  songs  of  Zion  sung  in  this 
strange  land.  We  can  only  ejaculate,  “ Lord  of  every  tribe  and  nation  ; 
spread  thy  truth  from  pole  to  pole.”  Had  a long  talk  on  many  things. 
Among  some  was  self-support  and  English  education.  The  idea  of  self- 
support  and  self-directing  appears  to  bewilder  them.  This  idea  is  always 
bewildering  to  people  in  this  country  ; it  ill  accords  with  their  indolence. 
They  said,  and  the  people  of  Luma  said  the  same  thing  to  me  yesterday, 
that  our  Mission  should  give  them  a man  to  teach  English  ; these  here 
add,  that  if  the  Mission  does  not  give  them  a man  to  teach  them  English, 
they  mean  to  apply  to  the  Baptist  Mission.  I tried  to  explain  to  them 
how  Missions  are  conducted,  and  that  no  true  Missionary  or  Mission 
Board  would  descend  to  the  meanness  of  intruding  on  the  labors  of  others. 
The  emissaries  of  Rome  are  the  only  candidates  for  such  meanness.  I 
told  them  to  try  the  experiment,  but  they  said  no ; that  Mr.  Peanock  told 
them  the  very  things  I was  telling  them,  and  that  it  would  be  a base  in- 
gratitude to  our  Mission. 

They  asked  me  a variety  of  questions,  and  I kept  on  replying.  One  of 
them  was  of  flogging  their  wives.  They  said  they  asked  it  of  Mr.  Pea- 
nock, but  they  were  startled  to  hear  him  say,  flogging  their  wives  would 
subject  them  to  discipline.  They  said  they  had  been  flogging  their  wives 
as  freely  as  before ; that  their  wives  were  saucy  women,  who  deserve  flog- 
ging ; and  to  be  patient  with  them  and  to  forgive  them,  as  we  say,  would 
make  them  only  worse  ; and  to  be  disciplined  for  flogging  them  appears  to 
be  unreasonable  to  them.  I asked  them,  playfully,  whether  they  wished 
me  to  give  them  a kind  of  dispensation,  legalizing  wife  flogging?  All 
answered,  yes.  We  all  laughed.  I took  a Bible  and  read  the  duties  of 
husbands  and  wives.  They  said  Mr.  P.  did  the  same.  I said,  I have  no 
other  rule  to  give  them  but  the  Bible ; if  it  tells  them  to  flog  their  wives, 
they  should  do  so,  but  if  not,  they  should  not  do  it. 

19th.  Walked  to  Loka  or  LavS,  and  was  welcomed  by  the  Christians 
here.  I met  here  a letter  from  Mr.  Murphy,  dated  March  17th.  The  ex- 
citing event  here  aud  in  all  Batanga  is  a quarrel  about  a factory,  between 
the  Loka  and  BuambS  people,  which  may  result  in  fighting.  They  say 
here,  we  should  send  them  a Bible  reader ; that  they  would  build  a bouse 
for  him  to  dwell  in.  They  have  already  some  building  materials  for  a 
meeting-house.  They  said  to  me,  I should  look  round  all  the  place  and 
select  a suitable  place,  which  I did.  I said,  if  they  build  the  meeting- 
house and  one  for  Bible  reader,  we  would  see  what  to  do.  Preached  in 
the  evening  to  a good  audience.  After  meeting,  I told  them  that  I have 
selected  a place  for  a meeting  and  Bible  reader’s  house,  but  if  things 
should  take  a permanent  form,  it  may  be  abandoned,  and  another,  which  I 
named,  be  taken,  whereupon  a tremendous  uproar  of  all  the  people  issued. 

I never  heard  any  roar  of  people  before.  It  reminded  me  of  the  uproar 
at  Ephesus. 

20th.  Preached  to  a large  Congregation  in  the  morning  and  in  the 
evening. 

21st.  Had  a conference  with  the  people  in  the  morning,  then  started 
after  breakfast.  I was  at  Buamb#  importunately  pressed  to  stay  for  a 
ditmer.  I declined,  saying  to  them,  we  had  a good  breakfast  at  Loka  or 
Lav£  before  starting,  and  wished  to  get  to  Luma  about  two  or  three 
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o’clock,  but  it  was  of  no  avail,  so  I reluctantly  consented.  While  the 
dinner  was  being  prepared,  there  was  a noise  out  door.  I asked  the  cause, 
they  said  a man  was  flogging  his  wife.  In  about  two  minutes  the  man 
ran  with  a gun,  then  fired  it  at  his  wife.  We  all  rose  and  asked  whether 
she  is  shot,  they  said  no.  A man  who  saw  when  the  gun  was  fired,  said 
he  did  not  aim  it  at  her. 

After  dinner,  we  walked,  the  Christians  here  accompanying  us,  to  the 
edge  of  Lobey  stream,  asking  a variety  of  questions.  A canoe  carried  us 
over.  Went  to  Mr.  Wolescroft’s,  then  to  our  Lobey  or  Water  Falls  stop- 
ping place.  After  a few  minutes’  stay,  went  on  to  Luma.  They  here 
accompanying  us  a good  way  off,  then  returned.  Reached  Luma  at  five 
o’clock. 

22d.  There  was  not  much  to  do  to-day,  except  walking  round  where 
they  are  slowly  clearing  a place  for  a station,  and  reading. 

23d.  Had  session  meeting  twice  to-day,  and  examined  seventeen  candi- 
dates for  baptism,  but  received  three  only.  There  was  nothing  against  the 
rest,  but  we  preferred  to  wait  for  more. 

24th.  Gave  instruction  to  those  who  were  elected  elders.  The  old  and 
general  notion  of  getting  some  temporal  benefit,  especially  English  educa- 
tion, instead  of  making  sacrifices  for  the  Gospel  and  suffering  losses  for  it, 
is  as  manifest  here  as  elsewhere.  As  this  cannot  be  hid  from  me  as  it  can 
from  a foreigner,  I have,  since  my  arrival,  tried  to  make  them  under- 
stand that  if  all  that  they  do  is  merely  to  draw  a foreigner  to  come  and 
teach  them  English,  and  to  have  others  do  their  work  and  they  sitting 
down  idly,  they  may  as  well  give  up  their  claim  of  being  Christians ; that 
if  they  wish  Christianity  to  take  deep  root  in  the  country  they  must  be  the 
principal  agents  to  accomplish  it ; “ the  work  of  the  foreigner  is  but 
primary.” 

25th.  Had  meeting  of  session  twice  and  accepted  three ; married  five 
couples.  The  work  of  clearing  the  ground  goes  on  very  slowly.  The 
Banaka  are  one  of  the  idlest  people  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  to  bring 
them  up  to  work  will  be  one  of  the  hardest  things  to  do.  They  are  almost 
entirely  dependent  on  Boheba  people  for  every  thing,  except  fish.  I doubt 
whether  they  are  able  to  supply  a school  of  fifteen  scholars  with  daily 
food.  I do  not  mean  to  say  there  should  be  a boarding-school.  I hope 
boarding-schools  will  never  be  mentioned  in  new  places,  unless  they  are 
sustained  at  the  expense  of  the  people. 

26th.  Walked  down  to  Lobey.  Married  eight  couples. 

27th.  Preached  to-day  to  the  largest  congregation  that  has  ever  assem- 
bled in  our  fields  of  labor.  Baptized  three  adults  and  one  infant,  and 
commemorated  our  Saviour’s  dying  love.  In  the  afternoon  had  the 
monthly  concert  or  missionary  meeting ; addresses  were  made  by  several. 
After  the  meeting  we  returned  to  Luma.  There  was  a sadness  in  bidding 
them  good-bye,  for  I am  to  sail  to-morrow.  “ Blessed  be  the  tie  that  binds 
our  hearts  in  Christian  love.”  A storm  overtook  us  on  the  way.  Got  to 
Luma  wet. 

28th.  Started  at  ten  o’clock.  Rowed  till  a light  sea  breeze  came,  which 
brought  us  to  an  Igala  town  called  Mbgnji.  Several  canoes  came  along 
side.  We  asked  them  for  some  fish  to  buy,  but  they  said  there  was  a 
scarcity  of  them.  They  went  back  on  shore  and  brought  some  dried  ones. 
Bought  them.  Some  asked  to  go  to  school.  We  have  never  had  any  one 
of  this  tribe  in  our  schools.  I said  I would  take  three  boys.  They  went 
back.  One  young  man  returned,  and  said  the  others  were  forbidden  to 
come,  and  their  canoes  hid  lest  they  should  run  away.  At  seven  we 
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hoisted  sails.  Had  a good  run,  and  reached  Evune  at  4 o’clock  in  the 
morning,  then  cast  anchor  until  daylight.  Mbai,  a young  man  that  has 
been  living  with  me  at  Mbangwg,  who  came  home  afoot  two  months  ago 
to  pay  a dowry  to  the  father  of  the  girl  he  intends  to  have  for  a wife,  and 
is  going  back  to  stay  a few  months  to  learn  to  write,  that  he  may  take  the 
work  of  Bible  reader,  came.  I asked  him  whether  he  was  ready  to  go. 
He  said  he  was,  but  would  go  in  a Ukweli’s  canoe,  which  he  brought  here 
some  time  ago.  Went  to  Yaka’s.  Bade  him  good-bye,  then  started.  Rowed 
until  the  sea  breeze  came,  which  brought  us  to  Bata  at  four  o’clock.  It 
was  their  prayer-meeting,  and  I was  asked  to  lead.  After  the  meeting  we 
left  them.  Had  a good  run  and  reached  Hanjg  in  the  morning. 

30th.  Went  on  shore.  Told  them  the  news  and  passed  to  Itulamangu. 
Staid  here  till  morning.  Told  them  that  I was  going  to  bring  a man  here 
as  Bible  reader.  They  all  objected  to  the  man,  but  washed  for  somebody 
else. 

May  1st.  Started  and  reached  Mbangwe  at  one  o’clock.  Remained  here 
till  the  3d,  arranging  about  re-opening  the  school  then.  Crossed  to  Coris- 
co,  May  3d,  and  met  things  well.  Ibia. 


To  this  Journal  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Nassau,  M.D.,  adds  a few  lines,  under 
date  at  Ogove,  of  June  13th,  1879,  as  follows : 

This  narrative  of  his  month’s  work  at  Batanga,  Mr.  Ibia  sent  me  by  the 
“ Pioneer  ” two  days  ago.  I had  asked  him  to  give  me  incidents  connected 
with  the  church  organization,  so  that  I might  write  a short  notice  for  the 
papers.  His  whole  story  is  exceedingly  interesting  to  me,  but  it  is  not 
just  what  I wanted  about  the  church  organization,  and  I can  not  use  it  for 
the  purpose  I intended.  But  you  will  be  pleased  to  read  of  his  good  work. 
I agree  with  him  in  all  the  opinions  and  doctrines  he  puts  forth  as  to  this 
new  church  at  Batanga.

THE  PASTOR’S  RESPONSIBILITY. 

The  pastor  who  does  not  take  an  active  interest  in  the  Bible-studies  of 
his  Sabbath-school  is  neglecting  one  of  the  most  important  of  his  responsi- 
bilities. The  pastor  who  exercises  no  direct  influence  upon  the  choice  of 
periodicals  expounding  and  illustrating  the  Bible-lessons  is  delinquent  in 
his  duty  to  his  charge.  At  the  present  day  it  will  not  do  for  any  church- 
officer,  pastor  or  elder,  to  be  indifferent  on  this  subject.  There  is  an  in- 
tense activity  on  the  part  of  publishers  of  aids  to  Sabbath-school  study, 
which  floods  the  country  with  the  good,  the  bad,  the  indifferent.  By  whom 
our  young  people  are  taught  in  the  Scriptures,  is  too  momentous  a question 
to  be  uncared  for  by  their  responsible  religious  guides.  It  may  as  well  be 
said,  that  the  choice  of  the  papers  to  be  taken  by  the  school  is  often  left 
to  hands  utterly  incompetent  to  make  a decision.  It  is  not  quite  easy  for 
the  session  to  interfere ; but  there  are  responsibilities  which  we  must  face, 
even  if  they  be  not  “ quite  easy,”  and  this  is  one  of  them. 

1873—1880. 

With  the  coming  month,  we  close  a seven  years’  course  of  Bible-study. 
In  1873  we  began  with  Genesis;  in  1879  we  end  with  the  Revelation. 
The  course  has  been  over  and  over  again  derided  as  a “ hop,  skip  and  a 
jump  through  the  Bible,”  and  criticised  as  ill-digested  and  unphilosophic 
in  arrangement.  From  both  the  laugh  and  the  criticism,  we  utterly  dis- 
sent. To  say  that  there  have  been  imperfections  in  the  choice  of  lessons, 
in  the  titles  given  lessons,  in  the  Golden  Texts  selected,  is  but  to  admit 
human  imperfection.  This  we  expect.  It  is  inevitable.  But  we  are  firmly 
convinced  that  this  course  has  been  of  immense  advantage  to  the  cause  of 
Bible-study  through  the  Sabbath-school,  and  we  claim  the  right  to  have  a 
positive  judgment  upon  the  subject.  It  is  a judgment  based  upon  expe- 
rience and  observation.  Without  entering  into  details,  we  undoubtingly 
assert  that  unprecedented  order,  system  and  thoroughness  in  Bible-study 
have  been  secured  through  this  course.  Those  who  have  followed  it,  have 
attained  more  comprehensive  views  of  the  Bible  as  a Book  of  books ; and, 
on  the  whole,  a more  clear  apprehension  of  revealed  truth,  than  did  any 
equal  number  of  Sabbath-school  students  in  any  previous  seven  years,  since 
the  Sabbath-school  became  a department  of  church  work. 

Facilities  for  Bible  study  have  not  only  been  multiplied  and  cheapened, 
but  improved.  The  latest  results  in  every  department  of  scriptural  research 
have  been  brought  to  the  hands  of  teachers  and  scholars.  Commentaries 
and  helps  of  every  sort  have  been  multiplied.  Workers  in  the  Sabbath- 
school  purchase  and  use  these  aids,  as  never  before.  Nor  has  there  been 
lacking  a seeking  for  the  influences,  as  well  as  the  mind,  of  the  Spirit. 

WHAT  THE  BOARD  IS  DOING. 

In  this  grand  enterprise,  our  Board  of  Publication  has  been  permitted 
to  take  a part.  As  Providence  has  guided  the  way,  it  has  aimed  to  follow. 
Publication  after  publication  has  been  launched,  and  a wonderful  pros- 
perity has  been  granted  them.  Every  month  many  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  periodical  lesson-helps,  of  various  grades,  go  out  to  Bible-students  all 
over  our  country.  Yet  this  has  not  prevented  such  a demand  for  the 
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Westminster  Question  Book,  that  seventy-five  thousand  copies  of  that  for 
1880  have  already  been  prepared  to  meet  expected  calls. 

The  expressed  wish  of  many  of  our  Sabbath  school  workers  has  decided

MISSIONARY  WORK  IN  NEW  JERSEY. 

The  following  extract  is  from  a faithful  and  devoted  Book.  Tract  and  Sab- 
bath-school missionary  of  the  Board,  laboring  on  the  sea-coast  of  southern 
New  Jersey.  It  shows  how  in  the  east,  as  well  as  in  the  west,  God  is  bless- 
ing this  instrumentality. 

“ I have  just  returned  from  the  Atlantic  coast,  where  I have  been  labor- 
ing four  weeks.  In  one  place  I assisted  in  organizing  a Sabbath-school 
of  forty-five  members.  I was  informed  that  some  of  the  scholars  had 
never  been  in  a Sabbath-school  before.  This  school  meets  in  a school- 
house  among  the  pines.  Some  evening  meetings  held  in  this  house  were 
well  attended  by  persons  of  all  ages.  The  people  appeared  so  much 
interested  that  the  mothers  brought  their  babes  in  their  arms.  The  Sab- 
bath-school that  I organized  at  B.,  a year  ago  from  last  summer,  had  an 
average  attendance  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  eighty-four.  Out  of  this 
school  we  now  have  a vigorous  church  organization  of  twenty  members. 
Most  of  these  members  were  brought  into  the  kingdom  through  the  labors 
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of  your  missionary.  There  have  been  many  interesting  conversions  along 
the  sea  shore  from  time  to  time,  resulting  from  visitations,  distributing 
of  tracts,  and  meetings.  One  entire  family  of  six  adults  was  brought 
(I  trust)  to  a saving  knowledge  of  Christ  from  personal  conversa- 
tions in  their  home  and  the  reading  of  our  tracts.  The  heads  of  the  family 
are  about  seventy-five  years  old,  with  one  son  and  three  daughters.  A 
sea  captain,  of  infidel  opinions,  although  he  received  my  visits  very  kindly, 
(asking  me  to  remain  over  night)  thanked  me  for  my  interest  in  his  soul, 
but  said  there  were  difficulties  in  the  way  of  his  becoming  a Christian  which 
could  never  be  removed.  He  is  now  an  avowed  follower  of  our  Lord,  and 
his  wife,  under  conviction,  said  she  was  ready  to  follow  him.  At  another 
place  I found  a middle-aged  woman  thirsting  for  gospel  truth.  I left  her 
with  every  appearance  of  having  her  soul  satisfied.  On  the  first  Sabbath 
in  this  month  she  united  with  the  church.  I think  about  fifteen  souls 
along  this  shore  have  been  converted  through  our  recent  missionary 
labors.  My  plan  has  been  to.  visit  from  house  to  house  during  the 
day,  try  to  get  all  the  household  together ; after  singing  some  familiar 
hymn,  read  a portion  of  Scripture  with  remarks  and  then  prayer.  Before 
leaving  the  house  I bring  the  subject  of  salvation  personally  to  every  mem- 
ber old  enough  to  understand,  then  selecting  some  tract  to  answer  some  of 
the  excuses  or  objections  they  give  for  not  professing  Christ,  I leave. 
Whenever  the  way  is  open  I hold  an  evening  service.  I find  these  meet- 
ings very  profitable  to  clinch  whatever  good  impressions  have  been  made 
in  my  visits  during  the  day.  On  these  occasions  I make  a special  effort 
to  answer  the  excuses  and  reasons  given  to  me  during  visits  of  the  day  why 
they  will  not  come  to  Jesus.  I am  safe  in  saying  that  more  than  100  souls 
have  been  brought  to  the  Saviour  since  I have  been  a missionary  of  the 
Board  in  the  fields  where  I have  been  called  to  labor.  I am  not  only 
kindly  welcomed  by  the  moral,  but  also  by  the  vicious  and  depraved.  One 
of  my  last  visits  before  returning  home  this  time,  was  in  a miserable  tavern, 
where.  I had  prayer  and  religious  conversation  with  a portion  of  the  family. 
The  meetings  which  I hold  are  attended  by  many  persons  never  seen  in  the 
Lord’s  house.  Going  from  house  to  house  during  the  day  stirs  up  an  in- 
terest and  brings  out  a large  attendance  of  interested  listeners.  No  one 
out  of  this  work  can  have  an  idea  of  the  amount  of  good  done  to  the  poor, 
neglected  classes  through  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication,  by  its 
missionary  arm.  K. 


OUR  SABBATH-SCHOOL  WORK. 

A faithful  missionary  of  the  Board  who  labors  in  a very  destitute  por- 
tion of  Minnesota  writes  as  follows  : 

“ Though  the  people  are  poor  I find  them  quite  hopeful  in  the  prospect 
of  the  next  crop.  They  are  anxious  for  the  organization  of  Sabbath- 
schools,  and  by  suitable  effort,  several  can  doubtless  be  established  among 
them  during  the  coming  summer  with  good  prospects  of  permanency  and 
usefulness.  I organized  one  on  the  trip,  from  which  I recently  returned, 
and  expect  to  organize  another  next  week.  I found  another  place  where  a 
school  is  needed,  and  could  be  Organized,  but  I left  no  appointment,  as  my 
commission  is  about  to  expire,  and  I doubted  if  the  condition  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Fund  of  the  Board  would  permit  my  continuance  in  the  work. 
The  last  school  organized  was  in  a place  that  has  the  most  ‘ isms  ’ in  and 
afound  it  I have  ever  seen  in  any  one  place  of  its  size.  I was  invited  to 
address  the  people  in  the  evening  on  the  subject  of  Sabbath-schools,  and 
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did  so,  speaking  to  a full  school-house.  The  result  was  the  organization 
I have  spoken  of,  and  when  I left  them  the  people  seemed  pleased  that  they 
were  to  have  a Sabbath-school  again.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to 
establish  Sabbath-schools  in  this  section,  for  the  Romanists  are  coming  in 
and  taking  up  land,  and  unless  sufficient  efforts  are  made  to  counteract 
their  influence  they  will  soon  control  matters  here.”  D. 

Though  the  missionary  work  of  the  Board  is  seriously  hindered  by  the 
lack  of  funds,  this  man’s  commission  has  been  renewed.  While  his  work 
is  greatly  needed  upon  this  destitute  field  it  must  soon  be  discontinued, 
unless  our  churches  and  people  replenish  the  Board’s  Missionary  Fund. 
The  same  thing  is  true  of  many  other  fields  just  as  needy.

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BETTER  TIMES  COMING. 

Our  business  papers  are  jubilant  over  the  improvement  in  business — the 
increased  demand  for  labor  and  the  means  for  its  reward.  Factories  that 
have  been  long  suspended  are  now  in  operation,  and  hundreds  of  men  who 
have  long  been  idle  are  now  employed.  In  all  this,  we  heartily  rejoice. 
But  we  look  beyond  this  to  that  which  is  far  more  important  and  to  the 
furtherance  of  which  we  hope  this  may  tend — the  revival  of  religion  and 
the  upbuilding  of  Christ’s  Church.  We  think  we  see  something  of  this 
already  in  the  matter  of  Church  Erection.  Quite  a number  of  feeble 
churches  that  for  years  have  felt  the  need  of  sanctuaries  but  dared  not 
attempt  to  build  for  want  of  money,  or  employment  by  which  to  earn 
money,  are  now  encouraged  by  the  increase  of  crops  and  demand  for  labor 
to  undertake  this  important  work  of  building  a “ house  for  God.”  But 
still  they  need  help.  They  are  willing  to  do  what  they  can  themselves, 
but  utmost  effort  will  not  suffice  without  our  helping  hand.  That  we  may 
extend  it  in  your  name,  we  ask  of  you  as  the  Lord  hath  prospered.  “The 
earth  is  the  Lord’s  and  that  which  cometh  out  of  it,  the  silver  and  the 
gold  and  the  cattle  upon  a thousand  hills.”  If  God  is  prospering  you, 
give  to  Him  of  your  abundance.  If  you  are  still  in  straitened  circumstan- 
ces, do  as  did  the  poor  widow  and  her  son,  who  gave  to  the  hungry 
Prophet,  and  perhaps  the  handful  of  meal  may  be  increased.  The  danger 
of  the  church  now  is,  that  with  returning  prosperity  there  may  be  an  in- 
crease of  selfishness  in  withholding  from  the  Lord.  If  so,  it  will  only 
tend  to  spiritual  poverty  and  the  leanness  of  our  souls,  which  is  greatly  to 
be  deprecated.  As  the  men  of  the  world  are  girding  themselves  anew  for 
the  race  after  riches,  so  let  the  church  of  God  wake  up  to  a proper  sense 
of  her  duty  and  responsibility  and  work  for  the  Master’s  honor,  for  the 
stone  cut  out  of  the  mountain  without  hands,  is  to  fill  the  whole  earth. 
Generosity  tends  to  the  life  and  growth  of  the  church.  A church  that  is 
selfish  and  illiberal  can  not  be  a prosperous  church.  This  is  true  of  the 
smaller  as  well  as  of  the  larger,  of  the  w’eak  as  well  as  of  the  stronger 
churches.  The  idea  advanced  by  some  and  practiced  by  others,  that  our 
mission  churches  which  need  aid  to  support  their  pastors  or  supplies  ought 
not  to  contribute  to  any  of  the  other  Boards  of  the  church  than  that  one 
from  which  they  have  received  aid  is  wrong  in  policy  and  not  in  accordance 
with  the  teachings  of  God’s  word.  “ Give  and  it  shall  be  given  to  you.” 
“There  is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth.”  “The  liberal  soul  shall  be 
made  fat.”  While  “ there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet  and  it  tendeth 
to  poverty.”  We  hear  very  strong  pleas  for  the  children  in  our  Sabbath 
Schools  to  contribute  to  missions.  But  these  children  are  mostly  depen- 
dent upon  their  parents  for  their  daily  bread.  Might  not  these  parents  say, 
do  not  ask  these  children  to  give  until  they  are  able  to  support  themselves 
and  have  paid  back  what  we  have  given  them?  Let  us  be  consistent  then, 
and  if  w'e  would  cultivate  benevolence  in  the  hearts  of  our  children  while 
they  are  young,  that  they  may  not  grow  up  in  sordid  avarice,  how  much 
more  important  to  teach  all  the  precepts  of  the  gospel  to  our  infant 
churches  and  train  them  even  >n  their  weakness  to  give  to  the  Lord  a por- 
tion of  that  which  they  have  received  from  Him.  Moreover  some  of  us 
believe  that  giving  to  the  Lord  is  a part  of  worship  and  a means  of  grace, 
and  will  any  of  us  dare  to  say  to  these  feeble  churches  because  you  are 
poor,  you  shall  not  join  in  this  part  of  God’s  service,  until  you  become 
self-supporting?  I trow  not.  The  poor  widow  did  no  injustice  to  the 
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charity  of  her  townsmen,  when  she  gave  her  last  farthing  to  the  Lord,  nor 
did  the  Prophet  do  a wrong  to  that  other  widow  and  her  son  in  taking  a 
portion  of  the  last  moiety  of  their  food.  It  was  the  very  means  of  their 
salvation.

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BOARD  OF  RELIEF  FOR  DISABLED  MINISTERS. 


Of  the  cases  which  have  come  for  the  first  time  before  the  Board  of  Relief,  the  fol- 
lowing are  examples  of  the  condition  of  the  applicants.  1st.  A disabled  minister  aged 
67,  with  health  greatly  impaired.  After  thirty  years’  service  in  the  ministry,  there  is 
no  prospect  of  resuming  labor.  A small  house  and  garden  is  all  he  has  to  support 
himself  and  family,  five  in  all,  and  one  of  them  insane.  2d.  A disabled  minister,  whose 
mind  is  affected  sympathizing  with  a diseased  body.  A few  years  ago  he  was  one  of  the 
young,  active  and  promising  ministers,  but  now  hopelessly  laid  aside.  There  is  no 
property  whatever  to  support  him,  his  wife  and  his  three  children.  3d.  Another 
minister,  owing  to  pulmonary  affection,  is  compelled  to  resign  the  pastorate  of  a flour- 
ishing church;  but  himself  and  wife  and  two  small  children  have  no  resources  for  their 
daily  bread.  He  has  no  prospect  of  ever  being  able  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
ministerial  office  again.  4th.  An  energetic  and  useful  minister,  after  laboring  twenty- 
five  years,  can  do  no  more.  He  educated  himself,  and  lias  never  in  his  missionary 
field  received  aid  for  more  than  two  years.  With  a slender  salary,  nothing  could  be 
saved,  and  now  he  has  no  resources  for  the  aid  of  his  family.  Already  an  invalid  for 
six  months,  the  prospect  of  returning  health  is  doubtful.  5th.  A veteran  between 
eighty  and  ninety  years  old.  He  is  yet  willing  to  work.  Give  him  a pension,  and 
let  him  labor  in  the  mission-field  where  he  can,  until  he  dies.  6th.  Another  aged 
seventy-four,  and  fifty  years  in  the  ministry,  lost  his  house,  furniture  and  books  by  fire, 
and  now  is  in  debt  for  a small  house  built  on  the  same  site.  He  cannot  live  without 
aid.  7th.  Still  another,  aged  sixty-nine,  has  served  forty-one  years  in  the  ministry. 
He  has  been  helpless  for  three  years,  not  having  been  able  to  leave  bed  or  chair,  but 
is  obliged  to  hire  a man  to  lift  and  turn  him.  For  seven  years  he  has  not  earned  a 
dollar.  The  family  have  for  some  time  subsisted  on  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  choice 
books  and  pictures,  the  gifts  of  the  friends  of  his  early  years.  8th.  A widow  with  eight 

children.
